MSP Targets Impaired, Aggressive, Distracted Dries |

Over Labor Day Weekend

(PIKESVILLE, MD) - The Maryland
State Police increased enforcement of
speed, seatbelt and DUI laws over the
Labor Day weekend.

Between Aug. 31 and Sept. 3, Mary-
land State Police responded to 2,402
calls for service, mitiated 7,395 traffic
stops, 1ssued 4,967 citations and 4,624
warnings, made 90 DUI arrests, 65 war-
rant arrests, 38 adult arrests and 26
CDS adult arrests.

As part of the mitiative, the State Police
Impaired Driving Reduction Effort
team (SPIDRE) and troopers repre-
senting all 23 barracks statewide were

out mn force focusing efforts on 1m-

paired, distracted, and aggressive driv-
ers and conducted sobriety check-
points. Troopers also participated with
local law enforcement in the “Drive
Sober or Get Pulled Over” enforce-

ment campaign from Aug. 17 to Sept 3.

In addition, Operation Beltway Blitz
took place over Labor Day weekend,
which concentrated efforts on the Capi-

tal Beltway (I-49)5) area.

As troopers continue to support the
Maryland Department of Transporta-
tion’s campaign “T'oward Zero
Deaths,” motorists need to be aware of
the dangers of alcohol and remember

to not drive impaired.

Bel Air Barrack Responds To Swift Water
Rescues In Harford County

(BEL AIR, Md.) —
Maryland State Police
responded to about two
dozen swift water rescue
calls after several inches
of rain fell in Harford
County on Aug. 31.

Troopers also partici-
pated n search efforts
to locate two individuals
who died after being
swept away by swift wa-
ter on Aug. 31. Daniel
Samis, 67, of Abingdon,
Md. was located 1n his
vehicle, in water about a
quarter of a mile from
where he was last seen
on the Broad Run
Bridge in the area of Rt.

136 and James Run.
The body of Melissa
Lehew, 34, of Darling-
ton, Md., was located
water on Labor Day.
She was a good Samari-
tan who had tried to
help Mr. Samis.

Those who assisted in
these search efforts in-
cluded the Maryland
State Police Dive Team,
Criminal Enforcement
Division and K9 unit.
In addition, the Mary-
land Natural Resources
Police, Balimore Coun-
ty Police Department,
Baltimore Police De-
partment, Harford
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County Department of
Emergency Services,
Bay Area Rescue K9,
Chesapeake Search and
Rescue and Mid-
Atlantic D.O.G.S.
Search and Rescue are
also assisting 1n these
search efforts.

Flash floods can come
quickly and without
warning during times of
excessive rainfall. Ac-
cording to the NOAA,
it takes just 12 inches of
rushing water to strand
a small vehicle, while 24
inches of fast flowing
water can carry away
most vehicles.

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As summer ends and stu-
dents are now back in
school, Maryland State
Police are stressing school
bus safety for motorists.

Troopers are reminding
motorists to be on alert
for school buses and not
to 1ignore the red flashing
lights when a bus 1s
stopped. Those caught
breaking the law by police
can cost a driver a $570
fine and a three-point
penalty on their driver’s
license.

According to the National
Highway Traffic Safety
Administration
(NHTSA), from 2007 to
2016, there were 281
school-age children killed
in school transportation-
related crashes: 58 were
occupants of school trans-
portation vehicles, 116
were occupants of other
vehicles, 98 were pedestri-
ans, eight were pedal-
cyclists and one was an-
other non-occupant. Also,
more school-age pedestri-

7 am. and from 3 to 4

The Maryland Highway
Safety Office has com-
piled the following tips for
sharing the road safely
with school buses:

When backing out of
a driveway or leaving a
garage, watch out for
children walking or
bicycling to school.
When driving in
neighborhoods with
school zones, watch
out for young people
who may be thinking
about getting to
school, but may not
be thinking about get-
ting there safely.

Slow down. Watch for
children walking in
the street, especially if
there are no sidewalks
in the neighborhood.
Watch for children
playing and congregat-

“alternately flashing
warning light” system
that school bus drivers
use to alert motorists.
Yellow flashing lights
indicate that the bus 1s
preparing to load or
unload children. Mo-

torists should slow
down and prepare to
stop vehicles.

Red flashing lights and
extended stop arms
indicate the bus has
stopped and that chil-
dren are getting on or
off. Motorists ap-
proaching from either
direction must wait
until the red lights
stop flashing before
proceeding.

The division completed 13,113
cases 1 2017, including 988 latent
prints/impressions cases, 8,730
drug cases and 1,325 toxicology
cases.

The division received 9.919 con-
trolled dangerous substance cases,
678 firearms/toolmarks cases, and

1,080 toxicology cases in 2017.

Also, the division processed 620
crime scenes and assisted in 80
others in 2017. The most com-
mon crime scenes were burglary
(31 %), followed by homicide
(149), assaults (119%) and vehicle
thefts (9%).

Retired 1" Lieutenant El-
wood E. Stacy has experi-
enced more than most in
his life. Over his 90 years,
he has met Queen Eliza-
beth, served on a protec-
tive detail for President
John F. Kennedy, investi-
gated plane crashes and
taught fellow law enforce-
ment officers.

All of that was made possi-
ble by the 28 years he
served as a member of the
Maryland State Police.
Today, he 1s the last sur-
viving member of the 30"
Trooper Candidate Acad-
emy Class. Lt. Stacy was
born on May 13, 1928 in
Princess Anne in Somer-
set County and 1s the son
of the late ErnestJ. and
Mary H. (Solum) Stacy.

He graduated from Wash-
mgton High School in
1945 prior to entering the
United States Navy on
March 7, 1946, where he
proudly served in the Pa-
cific Theater of Opera-
tions at Pearl Harbor in
Honolulu, Hawaii

until he was honorably
discharged as seaman first
class on November 13,

1948.

After being discharged
from the Navy, ime spent
behind the wheel in the

crop fields as a 13-year-old =

boy would serve Lt. Stacy
well as he drove a tractor
trailer for the family truck-
g business transporting
and delivering Chesapeake
Bay oysters from the Low-
er Eastern Shore of Mary-
land to anywhere from
Boston to Miami.

Lt. Stacy began his Mary-
land State Police career in
1951 and trained at the
Police Academy in
Pikesville. His determina-
tion to succeed 1n this ear-
ly endeavor was often chal-
lenged as he hitchhiked
and ferried his way across
the Chesapeake Bay to
visit family prior to the
opening of the Chesa-
peake Bay Bridge in 1952.
The trip was 129 miles
each way at the time.

Upon graduating from the
academy, Lt. Stacy was
assigned to the Easton
Barrack, and was later
transferred to Salisbury,
where he was promoted to
trooper first class and
served as a uniformed
trooper and criminal in-
vestigator in Wicomico
and Worcester counties
for the next nine years.

He was promoted to cor-
poral in 1960, and in
1961, was transferred to
the North East Barrack,
where he was assigned
over the criminal units in
charge of the detectives
and later promoted to ser-
geant in September 1961.

Lt. Stacy was selected by
headquarters to become a
MSP polygraph examiner

T PR e 0 =2y
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m 1961 and after many
hours of certified traiming
at the National Center of
Lie Detection in New
York City he functioned
as a polygraph operator
and plain clothes detec-
tive.

On Dec. 8, 1963, Pan Am
Flight 214, was hit by a
lightning strike while 1n a
holding pattern and
crashed near Elkton, kill-
mg all 81 people on
board.

Lt. Stacy was the lead
MSP coordinator of vol-
unteers providing essential
information that would be

used by the FBI and Med-
1cal Examiners.

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In 1969 he was promoted to detec-
tive sergeant and from 1961 to
1970, he performed over 1,000
polygraph examinations, where nu-
merous serious and some highly
publicized crimes were solved, four
of which resulted in death row con-
victions.

Lt. Stacy was promoted to 2™ lieu-
tenant in 1971 and assigned to serve
on Troop C Commander's Staff as
the investigation coordinator m Cec-
1l and Hartford counties, where he
continued in this capacity until
promoted to 1" heutenant in 1976
and given command of JFK High-
way Barrack until his retirement in

1979.

During his tenure Lt. Stacy received
countless hours of continuing edu-
cation and training and attended
numerous seminars and schools
with some of the more notable be-
g Poly-Training, Harvard Associ-
ates School in Homicide Investiga-
tion, FBI courses in management
and supervision, Abnormal Sex De-
viate and the Federal Bureau of
Narcotics & Dangerous Drugs semi-
nars.

Throughout his career Lt. Stacy was
well known as a gifted and well re-

spected law enforcement officer,
mvestigator, polygraph examiner
and mterrogator. At the request of
the governor, the superintendent of
the MSP and other counties and
states, Lt. Stacy was often asked to
share his knowledge, background,
expertise and closing techniques
with other police departments from
several states.

Lt. Stacy was also asked to publicly
share his experiences at schools and
with the FBI and various organiza-
tions. One particular speaking en-
gagement resulted in Lt. Stacy turn-

g over evidence that he had col-
lected from a case of notoriety to
the FBI for future use.

He was qualified as an expert
marksman for 27 years and the re-
cipient of numerous certificates,
letters of commendations, recom-
mendations and acknowledgments
from both the MSP and public at
large and he also received several
Governor’s Commendations for
outstanding service.

Lt. Stacy led a storied career and
during some of his assignments was
privileged to shake hands

with Queen Elizabeth, salute Presi-
dent Dwight D. Eisenhower, and
less than one week prior to Presi-
dent Kennedy's assassination served
on the protective detail at his last
official ceremony, which was the
dedication of the Northeastern Ex-
pressway & Delaware Turnpike,
now the JFK Highway Portion of I-
95.

Lt. Stacy currently resides i Salis-
bury where he still enjoys accident-
free driving after 74 years and also
catching up with friends and family.
